WASHINGTON, April 6.—The renult 


of the Spanish war wag that we got 
everything that we did not want and 
we failed to get the only thing we did 
want. It was highly proper that, In 
Inaugurating the Spanish 
war, we 


should have declared the disinterested- 


i ness of our motives, and It Is incum- 
bent on us that we should carry out 


, our declarations in the utmost 
good 


faith, without reservation or equlvo- 
catWn, Call*, ^independent, 9*# iniut 
remain Independent If she so wills U. 
Cuba must come to us willingly and 
joyfully or not at all. But Cuba would 
be a desirable portion of the United 
States If she should come wllingly. 
Whatever may be thought of Imperial 
expansion, there has never been much 
serious contention over the expansion 
of the republic, embracing in Its tra- 
dition the acquisition of contiguous 
continental territory and adjacent Isl- 
and essential to our coast 
defense. 


There never has been a day since the 
time of Jefferson when the annexation 
of Cuba as a part of the United States 
has not been regarded as desirable by 
'he great masses of the American peo- 
ple. 


Under the Platt amendment Cuba, 


though nominally Independent, will be 
the ward of the United States. She 
will be subject to our protection, we 
v.-ill have control of certain of her mil- 
itary posts and naval stations there, 
for the purpose of protecting her In- 
dependence, and for the preservation 
of life, liberty and property. We also 
have the right to intervene for the pur- 
pose of insuring the sanitation of the 
island, and if the proposed reciprocity 
bill passes we will have a certain su- 
pervision and control over Immigration 
ind labor and laws, 


I insist upon it that more friction 


will arise from the relation of protector 
and ward than will arise from the ter- 
ritorial relation of Cuba to this coun- 
ty, with the 
prospect of 
ultimate 


Statehood. It Is not probable that the 
new republic will be governed wisely, 
and the control given to the United 
States over Cuba will be one attended 
with friction. 
Annexation clearly Is 


the proper solution of this perplexing 
question.

THOSE MINORITY REPORTS. 


T 


HK three minority reports upon the Cuban 
reciprocity 
bill, presented 
respectively 
by 


Robertson of Louisiana, Newlands of Nevada, and 
Cooper of Texas, the gist of each of which was 
wired to the Examiner and copied in The Journal 
of Wednesday, are interesting reading matter, pre- 
senting as they do the different phasesof the Cuban 
situation from commercial and moral standpoints. 
All three of the members are Democrats and each 
we presume aimed to adapt his report to his con- 
ception of the tariff policy of his parly. Mr. Robert- 
son, in his report claimed that the 20 per cent re- 
duction would afford np relief to the Cuban tieas- 
ury. an opinion, which in our opinion isbased up- 
on sound logic and indisputable facts 
Mr. Cooper's 


report was btiel and in opposition to the entire bill. 


Mr. Xewlands' report was in line with the reso- 


lution he presented sometime ago, encouraging the 
ultimate annexation of the island to the United 
States. He believed that the American people 
were tired of sentimental legislation, but was will- 
ing to extend it to Cuba for a reasonable time pro- 
vided it was accompanied by an invitation to Cuba 
to become a part of the United States. That Cuba 
would be a desirable acquisition to our national do- 
main is unquestionable, and that she would be 
warmly welcomed by a large majority of the Amer- 
ican people, if she came of her own free will and 
accotd, is also a self evident fact. 
There can cer- 


tainly be no objection to giving the people of the 
island to understand that if they consider it to their 
, interest to become a part of our nation, the doors 


• will be open to them with ill of the privileges, 


rights and powers of a sovereign State. 
The ques- 


tion of Cuban annexation was seriously consideied 
more than half a century age. 
At that time Afri- 


can slavery existed on the island and the principal, 
and in fact almost all of the • opposition was from 
those who objected to the extension of the slave 
holding power by the acquisition of more slave 
territory. That objection has been removed and 
there is no valid reason why our near neighbor 
should not, if she so desires enjoy the commercial 
benefits and protection which would inure to 4ier 
by becoming n member of our 
national family. 


While it is our duty now to make unusual commer- 
cial concessions, because of her loss of her Spanish 
market. Mtich sentimental legislation as Mr. New- 
land-; Apeak> of cannot be maintained for all time, 
and it is not at all improbable that the final solution 
of the question will be annexation at the special 
instance and request of the Cuban people.
